Later all but four of the party returned to Naco. These are said at this hour to be 
about two miles south of Naco. They are on the railroad track, and will be picked up 
when the train bearing Bisbee volunteers goes from here to Cananea. 

Several of the members of the party fired upon say that the Mexicans were lying in 
the brush, and must have been ex xpecting them. They first rushed between the leaders 
and those following behind, and hwen they had separated them fired. Not less than 200 
shots were exchanged. 

The bodies of the two Mexicans killed are still lying where the skirmish took place.

NACO, June 1.—(Special.)—Turning a stream of water on from 
1,000 to 1 and revolutionists was probably the 
cause of the killing of George Metcalf and Will Metcalf, both of 
well known in Bisbee and other parts of Arizona.

crowd At the same time Metcalf walked out armed. 

Inimedtately infuriated Mexicans surrounded him, taking his 
gun, and clubbing him to death before any one could get to his as- 
s ce. He was brutally beaten, but made a valiant resistan 
until his arms and legs were grabbed and he was powerless. 

Will Metcalf. seeing his brother's danger, attempted to rush to his 
assistance, but before he had gone more than a dozen paces, fell 
pierced by a dozen bullets. He did not even have time to use his 
rifle 

In this same fight three Mexicans were killed, Who shot them 
is not known, though it is belleved that some of the faithful Mexican 
employes of the lumber yard shot from behind piles of lumber into 
the large crowd. 

After killing the two Metealfs, the frenzied mob applied the 
torch to the lumber yard in several places. In a few minutes it 
was a roaring mass of flame, which ascended a hundred feet. Short 
ly after $250,000 worth of lumber was doomed and burned: 

Little effort was made to stay the fames, it being feared by all 
that should they attempt to fight the fire it would only Invite death
